TAXING TUB RAILROAD. 


It is gout-rail y believed that Wash oe 


county assesses the Central Pacific 
railroad within its limits at Sl>',000 per 
mile, and collects taies on that rate 
without suit. An article in the Reno 
JOURNAL a few days ago, in which 
Assessors in the several counties 
through which the road runs, were 
requested to follow the example of 
"\Vashoe, and make the rate per mile 
uniform throughout tho State, soem- 
ed to confirm that view of the case, 
County Assessor Bnckncr, dotibting 
the correotuess of tho JOURNAL'S as- 
sertion, 
wrote to J. S. Shoema- 


ker, clerk of Washoe county, for the 
facts in the matter. 
In reply the 


clerk says: ''there are 52 and 30-100 
miles of the Central Pacific Railroad 
in Washoe county, which at $6,000 
per mile amounts to §310,800. and- ou 
that amount the railroad company 
paid taies last Fall." 
The fact is 


the railroad company never hits, in 
the State of Nevada, without litiga- 
tion, paid taxes on a valuation of 
more than §6,000 per mile on their 
road bed.— Winuemiicca. Silver State. 


We shall briefly answer the above, 


reiterating our previous assertion 
that the basis of settlement between 
this county and the lailroad for 
taxes last year was at the rate of 
S9.000 per mile for the road bed. 
The Assessor assessed at tho rate of 
§12,000, but the Board of Commis- 
sioners, sitting as a Board of Equal- 
ization, made a general order reduc- 
ing the assessment at a valuation of 
830,000 less on rolling stock, and the 
road bed figured at 89,000 instead of 
812,000. The railroad company may 
deceive Assessors of other counties 
by showing figures that would lead 
them to believe the road bed was es- 
timated at 86,000, and the personal 
property increased proportionately 
to make up the desired amount. It 
is a lie. Washoe county will not ac- 
cept taxes on a less valuation than 
S9.000 on the road bed, and the rail- 
road will pay on that amount. They 
Lave fought us in the Courts all they 
want to. If the other counties are 
scared off by theirthreats :md misrep- 
resentations they are very foolish.

The average yield for the State isj'25 
bushels to the acre, and in some dis- 
tricts the yield runa as high ns 10 
bushels. 


AN EDITOR'S DOWNFALL. 


r Brother Fnrkinton of the Carson "Tribune' 


Became a Modert Man.

Brother Parkinson of the Carson 


Tribune is an editor and forty-niner, 
and, to use the expression that was a 
favorite with him prior to his recent 
visit to San Prancisco, "what he 
didn't know wasn't worth knowing." 
Since his return to the mountains, 
however, he has developed an un- 
wonted amount of modesty that is as 
unnatural to the Washoe editor as it 
is startling to Brother Parkinson's 
intimate friends.
